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Over 30 teams expected to compete will be physically and 
emotionally tested by one of the oldest and toughest ultra- 
endurance events in the U.S. and Canada. This will be the 43rd 
running of “THE Marathon,” as it is known by canoe racing 
fans and contestants. Teams must complcte the 120-mile, 
50,000 paddle stroke course within 19 hours to qualify as an 
official finisher, 

The top teams will reach the finish in under 15 hours. The 
current record holders, Brett Stockton, of Grayling, and Serge 
Corbin, of Shawinigan, Quebec, Canada, are returning in 1990 
after “taking a year off in 89. They set the record in winning 
the 1988 Marathon - 14:20:00 (14 hours, 20 minutes, zero 
seconds). 

Brett, second on the all-time Marathon victory list, will be 
trying for his 7th Marathon victory. Serge, widely considered 
to be the top marathon paddler in North America, will be trying 
for his 4th AuSable title. 


Also among those expected to battle for the $5,000 Ist place 
prize are 1989 2nd place finishers Jeff Kotka, of Grayting, and 
Bill Torongo, of Roscommon. Last year the pair proved their 
ability to hang tough against the top paddlers visiting the 
Marathon and, given their familiarity with the course, will be 


difficult to pull away from. 


Solomon Carricre, who paddled the 2nd fastest Marathon 


me ever while winning the 1984 Marathon with Butch Stockton, 


is teaming with Bruce Barton, of Homer, MI. Bruce, winner of 
many professional and national amateur titles, will be trying 
for his first Marathon finish. The pair entered the 1988 Mara- 
thon, but withdrew from the race at McKinley Bridge. 

“Sol,” from Cumberland House, Saskatchewan, Canada, 
crossed the finish line first, but officially finished 4th in ’89 
with Steve Landick. The pair was penalized before the start of 
last year's race for missing the mandatory pre-race bricfing. A 
favorite among Marathon fans, Sol has put last year’s events 
behind him to again challenge the AuSable Marathon. 

Other teams expected to do well include the °89 5th place 
finishers, Rick Joy, of Silverwood, and Scott McKenzic, of 
Harrison; brothers Steve Krantz, of Hale, and Brian Krantz, of 
Traverse City; and father and son team Ken and Steve Kolonich, 
of Eaton Rapids. 

Alpress time there were considerable potential team changes 
taking place. Tony Short, who has a number of AuSable 
Marathon 2nd place finishes to his credit, was looking for a 


new partner after teammate Eric McNett, of Maine, sustained 
a shoulder injury. There were also late reports that health 
considerations might force ’89 3rd place finisher Dave Shep- 
herd from the field and have teammate Jim Harwood scram- 
bling for a partner. Five-time winner Butch Stockton (1982- 
83-84-85-86), has been conditioning to paddle the Marathon, 
but had not yet teamed up. 
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Among those who teamed were two-time winner Jeff 
Kellogg (1974-75) and four-time winner John Baker (1976- 
78-80-81), known simply as “Big John” to his many admirers 
among canoe racing enthusiasts throughout the U.S, and Canada. 
Baker not only rewrote Marathon record books during the late 
70s and early 80s; he also was onc of the top paddlers on the 
racing circuit throughout the U.S. and Canada. John was part 
of the closest finish in AuSable Marathon history, with he and 
partner Ken Brown finishing 2nd by just six seconds to Claude

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Grayling Country Club Opensm. 
18 Holes Ahead of Schedule |

The Grayling Country Club opened its new 18-hole golf 
course on Friday afternoon, July 20, almost six months ahcad 
of schedule. 

Construction on the additional nine holes began late last 
summer, Club president, John Wejrowski, said during the 
carly planning stages, they planned to open the new course in 
the spring, 1991. 

“Mother Nature cooperated perfectly with us,” he said. 
“Everything went better than anticipated and I credit that to our 
construction crew, greens keeper and architect.” 

J. John Gorney, the project architect from Grand Rapids, 
designed the 18-hole course to integrate with the cxisting 
course. There are four new hotles on the front nine and five new 
holes on the back nine. 

“We pretty much let Jeff (Gomey) handle the project and if 
there were any areas where he had doubts he consulted with us 
and the construction foreman, Jerry Walker,” said Wejrowski. 
“We had every confidence in him.” 

Jack Millikin, Inc., of Grayling, did the actual course con- 
struction and Five Oaks Nursery, of Roscommon, did the 
landscaping and some of the seeding. Wejrowski said there 
was very little work sub-contracted out. 

The club's greens crew, led by Robert Grimm, helped during 
construction by leveling and shaping sand traps and by york- 
raking roots and small sticks from the fairways. 

“We are ready!” said Wejrowski. “Bob Grimm said he 
wanted the new greens to play as well as the old nine, and they 
do.” 

“People are going to be amazed when they see the beauty of 
the course,” said Mike Hoffman, club manager and P.G.A. 
Professional. “We tried to keep as much natural woodland as 
we could.” 

Hoffman said even though the Grayling Country Club is 
located in the city, the club was able to acquire enough land to 
insure that the course would not be crowded. 

“We didn’t expect to open until August,” he said, “butall the 
rain we’ve becn getting has helped bring the work in ahead of 
schedule.” 
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“Tthink we're going to have one of the finest courses for the 
average golfer available,” Hoffman said. “It's not a champi- 


onship course, but we have the property if we ever want to 


make it one,” 

Besides being located along the AuSable River, the course 
has seven ponds, several visited by wild geese. 

“Secing the beauty of the woodland, wild geese and deer 
running across the course, and getting the exercise, is what golf 
here is all about,” said Wejrowski, 

Last spring, Wejrowski estimated the new course would cost 
$450,000 to build, but actual cost for both course construction 
and land acquisition was $390,000, 

He said the major portion of the project is finished, but that 
some “detail work” on cart paths and other small jobs will be 
ongoing. Inthe future the club will be either constructing ancw 
cart storage building or converting the existing maintenance 
barn for cart storage and building a new maintenance bam. 
They also have plans to builda refreshment standand restrooms 
on the course, install fencing around the course and purchase 
additional golf carts. 

Making the Grayling Country Club an 18-hole course has 
been talked about by members and stockholders since 1985, 

“Our situation is unique because we have stockholders and 
have to post for special mectings or wait for annual stockhold- 
ers’ meetings,” explained Wejrowski. “We had to clear up 
some legal aspects regarding the purchase of land from the 
DNR,” he said, “All of these took time.” 

“We are excited,” Wejrowski continued, “More people are 
coming up from downstate and are stopping in Grayling to 
play. They’ve heard about Fox Run and they're out there 
playing that course and we have had all kinds of favorable 
responses asking when our 18-hole course will be opening,” he 
said, 

“People who have never golfed before are coming out and 
trying the sport for the first time and finding they really enjoy 
it,” said Wejrowski, 

The Golf Association of Michigan, which is affiliated with 
the U.S, Golf Association, will slope and rate the course in 
September.

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Recycling Corner

This week tsa review on the proper way to recycle, A lat of 
people think tllakes a great amouat of their time, butitdocsn’t 
if done properly. T'Iliell you what T do athome and maybe that 
will set some sort of guideline in your houschold. 

CARDBOARD | This not only means your typical card- 
board boxes, bul also cereal boxes, pop cases, frozen orange 
juice containers, egg cartons, cracker boxes, cic, The only 
thing that you have to make sure of is that there is. no waxed or 
bright, shiny paper included. Frozen vegetable boxes are 
sometimes waxed on the inside, Very bright packaging usually 
means some foil ts involved, 

I recycle everything possible, even touet paper tubes, The 
boxes are flattened and stored in piper bags until f go to the 
refuse station. The liners that come out of cereal boxes can be 
reused if they ars aot ripped. 

When cleaning frozen orange juice containers, make sure lo 
remove the other metal end and the metal ring that remains 
behind, The casiest way to do this is to tear the contamer 
straight down the middle and then around the ring. 

CANS. -All cans must have both ends cutout and all parts 
must be washed to remove grease and food. “The label comes 
off easily with a knife and doa't forget to save the Campbell, 
Franco- American, and VanKamp labels for the schools, [twill 
read “Labels for Education” right by the UPC symbol. Flatten 
the cans after they are cleaned. 

NEWSPAPER-- Separate all glossy paper and put newspa- 
pers in a paper bag or tic them in bundles. Junk mail can be 
recycled, but should be bagged separately so tt does not scatter, 

You can stop your name from being sold to most targe 
mailing listcompanics by writing to: Mail Preference Service, 
Direct Marketing Association, Lt West 42nd St, P.O, Box 
3861, New York, N.Y. 10163-38601. This can reduce your junk 
mail up to 75 percent, Remember to remove the plastic “win- 
dows” on envelopes before bagging them, 

PLASTIC—-High density polyethylene (HDPE) is consid- 
ered the cream of the crop in plastic recycling. This includes 
milk and juice jugs, laundry and dish soap bottles, some 
personal care items and cleaning products. Check the bottom 
of the container for the recycling symbol and the letters that tell 
what grade of plastic it is. The July 11 article explained the 
codes on plastic. 

If there is just a code and no recycling symbol, reuse the 
container instead of throwing it away. Some plastics arc 
“mixed” and very hard to recycle. Instead of adding to the sotid 
waste stream, use il for something else. 

Thoroughly rinse all containers, remove the label if you can 
by soaking it off (some are more stubborn than others), and de- 
cap them. Place all caps in a container such as a plastic 
shopping bag. : 

More and more bread wrappers, plastic bags and other food 
wrappings arc recyclable. [ keep all wrapping in one plastic 
bag, tic all the jugs together, and everything else goes in 
another container. You are going to be taking these items away 
each week, so not much space is taken up in home or garage.

4. Buy paper products made from recycled products, 

5. Try to avoid buying over-packaged items. Some things 
must be packaged heavily to prevent tampering, but others 
have it just for looks. 

6. Do not buy food packaged in styrofoam, The styrene 
fumes are released into the food and styrofoam cannot be sately 
recycled, 

7. Reuse as much as you can. [rinse coffee filters and usc 
them a second time before throwing them away. 

8. Love the Earth. Think about what effect our garbage is 
having on it, Recycle properly and you will sce a dramatic 
difference in your garbage situation. Everything will be clean- 
and odor-free,

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Swedish Exchange Student Leaves Grayling For Home 


Foreign exchange student 
Andreas Eriksson teft for his 
home in Sweden on July 10, 
after spending a year in Gray- 
ling with the Mike and Bon- 
nic Shearer family. 

Andreas says he came to 
the United States on the Youth 
For Understanding (YFU) 
program because he wanted 
to take a break from school 
and do something different for 
a year, 

Andy, as he was immedi- 
atcly nicknamed by Mike, 
attended Grayling High 
School, played sports, trav- 
elled throughout the country 
and basically lived a typical 
tecnager’s existence during his 
stay in the United States. 

He took six courses a se- 
mestcr at GHS and was on the 
honor roll cach marking pe- 
riod —- without having to study 
much. 

He thinks that school is 
“very much easier here” than 
in Sweden: While American 
teachers give a lot of home- 
work, their tests aren’t very 
hard. Swedish students are 
usually asked to write essay 
tests, whercas their U.S. 


counterpartsare usually given 


multiple choice questions, 


When he returns to his | 


hometown of Ostersund, he 
will have two more years of 
high school to complete, as 
his year inan American schoo!

ation. However, he hopes to

His parents, Leif and Anna 
Eriksson, came to Grayling 
for Andy’s high school gradu- 
ation in June.

Andy doesn’t think there 
are many differences between 
Swedish and American tcens 
—~ perhaps more drug use in 
the U.S. because we are closer 
to South America, but more 
smoking in Sweden. In both 
countries, he says, teenagers 
like to party. 

He sees Swedenas less con- 
servative. Parents are not so 
strict, older teens rarely have 
curfews and children are not 
“grounded” for misbehaving. 
“If a kid argues against his 
parents, they have a discus- 
sion, The parents don’t say, 
‘Shut up and stay in the house 
for two days.”” 

Although Andy and most 
of his friends consider them- 
selves Christians, they don’t 
attend church regularly or say 
prayers before meals. 

Politically he considers 
Sweden about midway be- 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union. “If the

Mclntyre said the six school districts and COOR Intermedi- 
ate District participating in the NETCON program will be 
asked to help pay for the program’s deficit. 

“If everyone pays what they should, we will be okay,” 
Mcintyre said. 

He said Kirtland paid the program’s bills last year, based on 
letters of intent from the different districts stating they would 
pay for the program. 

Kim E, Virkler, a CPA with the accounting firm of Dupuis 
and Ryden, of Saginaw, prepared the report which stated that 
it appeared the program's cash receipts and cash disburse- 
ments were recorded properly and that a physical inventory 
found that all classroom equipment purchased and received 
was properly accounted for, 

KCC received the $600,000 Title III - Telecommunication 


$ grant from the U.S. Department of Education in July, 1985, to 


establish a telecommunications network between the college 
and six area school districts and C.0.0.R. In September this 
budgct was amended to $867,496. Actual costs of the program, 
which include all expenditures paid by the college through 
April 30, 1990, were $989, 190, Icaving the program $121,694 
in the red. The report stated that this deficit could increase if 
additional invoices were received after April 30. 

Bookkeeping deficiencies included both procedural and nu- 
merical errors. 

Virkler said $83,184, approximately 15 percent of the grant 
expenditures, were paid with only invoices as the supporting 
documents and a significant number of purchase orders were 
dated with either the same date or a later date than the vendor 
invoice. This resulted in an over payment of $4,324 to Cruse 
Communications, Inc., when a bill was paid twicc. 

The report recommended that proper accounting procedures 
be followed in the future and that purchase orders, containing 
a detailed listing of items to be purchased, be completed at the 
time items are ordered, These purchase orders would then be 
compared to the vendor invoice at the time of payment, 


“eliminating the possibility of duplicate payments. 


McIntyre said Kirtland has already received full reimbursc- 


‘<< ment of the overpayment from Cruse Communication. 


The report discovered that $28,527.84 in Title HI - Telecom- 


~ munication grant expenditures were charged to the college’s 
general fund telecommunications account. These expendi- 
SS) tures have been transferred to the Title III grant account. 


It appeared that all monies received by the college with the 


*\ other participants in the NETCON grant were properly ac- 
= counted for. 


Based on Virkler’s review of the program’s bidding process, 


: vendor responses, and awarding of purchase orders for various 
<< equipment and other related purchases, he said it appeared that 


a competitive bidding process was used to acquire bids for 
equipment purchases. 

Other questionable areas mentioned in the report included: 

1) No record could be found of any written contract between 
Kirtland and Tele-Systems Associates, Inc. which Virkler said 
would be helpful in determining the responsibilities of the 
outside consultants. . 

2) Several of the communications towers appeared to be 
uninsured against damage or liability. 


3) There was no record of insurance reimbursement for the . |} 


telecommunication equipment stolen from Grayling High 
School and repurchased by Kirtland. (The Crawford AuSable 
School District recently made payment to Kirtland for the 
stolen property.) 

The report also said the program had been experiencing 
problems mecting the legal requirements for erecting the 
Grayling communication tower. 

The college’s Board of Trustees ordered the study at the 
request of McIntyre when vice president Steven B, Perry, who 
had applied for the president’s position at Kirtland, resigned 
suddenly last March after he was asked to verify his academic 
credentials, McIntyre said Perry was in charge of the telecom- 
munication project and after his resignation no one at Kirtland 
had a handle on the program. 

McIntyre said the NETCON board never had a complete 


1 understanding of their responsibilities for the project, espe- 


cially in the areas of yearly audits, contracts and insurance 
policies. 

“Hopefully now that we have this report we will be able to 
correct the problems and go on with the program,” he said. 

The 31-page report, dated May 31, is a study of the account- 
ing records of the Title III - Telecommunications grant to 
determine whether transactions were properly recorded and 
reflected in the college’s accounting records. It was not an 
audit. The Board of Trustees approved $14,000 for the study.

and Serge Corbin of Quebec in the 1979 Marathon. 

The Marathon is also known as one of the toughest spectator 
events in the world since devoted fans, driving to vantage 
points along the river, follow the race overnight from Grayling 
to Oscoda, over 100 miles and 15 hours later. 

Al Widing, Sr. (age 65), of Mio, MI, has paddled in and 
completed the AuSable Marathon course more often than 
many fans following the race have becn able to simply follow 
it from its start in Grayling to its end in Oscoda. 

Lynne Witte, 35, leamed about the Marathon at an carly age 
during vacation trips “up north.” She thought that it was “neat” 
and got involved in competitive paddling. Her £988 4th place 
‘finish with Jim Myers, of Traverse City, was the best Mixed 
Team finish ever in the Marathon, Lynne also holds the 
Women's AuSable Marathon record, with Nancy Shelhorse, 
of Virginia Beach, VA. She is paddling the 90 Marathon with 
Joe Johnson, of Menomince, MI. 

In addition to the five women entered, race officials had also 
received a Marathon entry application from 12-year-old Ni- 
cole Rice, of Alanson, who had hoped to enter the race with her 
dad, Dan Rice. Nicole said her dream to compete in the 
Marathon is inspired by Mt. Clemens, MI, school teacher 
Lynne Witte, the AuSable Marathon Mixed-Team and 
Women’s record holder. Race officials, concerned about the 
grucling and dangcrous nature of the race, dectined the Rices’ 
entry application, citing a long-standing 15-ycars-old mini- 
mum age requirement. 

Following the exciting LeMans-style run to the river with 
their canoes to start the race, the two-person teams must 
maintain a pace of 60 to 90 paddle strokes per minute. The 
quick paddling pace ratses their high-tech Kevlar racing ca- 
noes up on the water’s surface, creating a hydroplane effect. 
Using graphite composite paddics weighing as little as 14 
ounces to create quick, forceful paddle strokes, the 30-pound 
canoes move along at surprising speed. 

While keeping up such a torrid pace, the paddlers must avoid

hours of complete darkness following the 9:00 p.m. Saturday 


evening start. 

Morning brings the heat of the sun, the other five dam 
porlages, and still six to ten hours of paddling to the finish linc. 
Just this section of the race is longer than most other canoe 
races in the world. The number of spectators, which may have 
“dwindled” to below 1,000 during the night, begins to swell 
again. The light of day and the added encouragement of the 
growing contingent of fans spur the paddlers on toward the 
finish line in Oscoda. 

The Budweiser AuSable River Marathon is held in conjunc- 
tion with Grayling’s AuSable Milltown Festival and Oscoda’s 


AuSable River Days celebration. Located in the heart of 


Northern Michigan, 200 miles north of Detroit, Grayling is 
near the headwaters of both the AuSable and Manistce Rivers, 
widely recognized as two of the finest trout fishing and 
canocing streams in the United States.
